One of the most significant attacks on the 
measure has come from the Willard Straight 
Post of the American Legion in New York, 
which told national commander Harry W. 
Colmery that the “Legion has been misled 
into supporting it.” 

Under the bill a ‘‘war ministry’ made up 
of militarists and industrialists would  sus- 
pend present labor standards, end collective 
bargaining, erase social legislation. Workers 
who object would be court-martialed. Wom- 
en who work and women “not gainfully em- 
ployed’ would be drafted into industry and 
into duty with the armed forces. A “Council 
for Minors’’ would be created to conscript 
children if the labor and military service ot 
men iand women should prove insufficient. 


Unions would be mere hollow shells, if 
not entirely crushed. 

Since the bill speaks vaguely of an 
ergency, ic is quite possible that the fascist 
measures embodied in the bill might at any 
time be utilized against the American peo- 
ple, even in peace time. 

The wide protest against the measure has 
led to a ‘‘promise’’ on the part of the bill's 
backers, who say they plan to modify the 
bill. The bill would still remain a fascist 
measure. 

If mass pressure can force such a prom- 
ise,"’ more mass pressure can force complete 
abandonment of the bill. 

Such mass pressure should be made di- 
rect!’ on Senators and Representatives by 
all unions and other progressive groups anc 
individuals in the legislators’ districts.

President Roosevelt has demanded $1,500,- 
000,000 as a relief appropriation. This in 
itself would mean the discharge of 6v.,.. 
from the WPA relief rolls. But forces are 
at work in Congress who would cut even this 
inadequate sum down, resulting in the dis- 
mis ial of as many 1,200,000 from the 
WPA relief rolls.

‘hem—a threat to wage and living stand- 
ards. It is therefore to the vital interest of 
the trade union members, of all those who 
are employed, to stand with the unemployed 
in the May 22 demonstrations.

Popular Alliance 
The component parties of the 


Popular Alliance represent the 
most vital democratic and pro- 
gressive forces in the country, 
a real potential “unity of the 
people.’ The parties of General 
Emilio Aguinaldo and the Bi- 


shop Gregorio Aglipay, who sep- 
arately opposed Quezon in the 
presidential election of 1935 and 
together obtained 330,000 votes 
as against 690,000 for Quezon, 
have joined the Alliance. Aguin- 
aldo’s National Socialist Party 
is anti-hacienderos and strongly 
nationalistic, and favors a pro- 
gram of reforms which would 
rid the country of dictatorship 
by establishing demccratic rights. 
Its support comes principally 
from the middle classes and the 
veterans of the _ revolutions 
against Spain and the United 
States who have not forgotten 
what jit means to fight for’ in- 
dependence. 

After the formation of the 
Popular Alliance, the party was 
strengthened by the adherence 
of General Jose Alejandrino, a 
veteran of the revolution who 


resigned from Quezon’s Military | 


Defense Committee to join the 
new grouping, and Juan Sumu- 
long. 

The latter is the former leader 
of the old middle class opposi- 
tion party, the Demacrata, most 
of which was absorbed in the 
government coalition party which 
is dominated by Quezon. 

A Respected Leader 

Ex-Senator Sumulong is a res- 
pected political leader of long 
standing who brings with him 
to the Popular Alliance the sup- 
port of an important section of 
the Filipino middle class. It is 
the section of Filipino business- 
men and small capitalists with 
industrial aspirations who are 
opposed to the economic policies 
of Quezon which have sacrificed 
the development of native indus- 
try for the benefits of the Amer- 
ican free market. As the result 
of the establishment of free trade 
between the Philippines and the 
United States, the Americans won 
a monopoly of the Philippine 
market which makes it impos- 
sible for Filipinos to start indus- 
tries of their own. 

The hacienderos, on the other 
hand, and especially the Filipino 
sugar barons, have given their 


t 


wholehearted support to Quezon 


and are now driving toward the 
strengthening of economic ties 
with the United States. 


In opposition to Quezon, mid- 
dle class leaders such as Juan 
Sumulong are strong advocates 
of a protectionist tariff policy 
directed against both the United 
States and Japan which would 
encourage the development of 
Filipino jndustry and _ establish 
an economic basis for independ- 
ence. ‘This section of the Fili- 
pino bourgeoisie consequently 
plays an anti-imperialist role and 
is progressive and liberal in pol- 
itics. 

Aglipayan Movement 

The Aglipayan movement is 
rooted in the powerful anti-Cath- 
olic and independence tradition 
of the Philippines. Gregorio Ag- 
lipay is the head bishop of the 
Philippine Independent Church,

The Elections and Next Tasks 


HE RECENT sessions of the California Siate Committee of the 

Party reviewed the results of the recent municipal elections in 
Los Angeles and Oakland and the work of the Party in these 
campaigns. On the surface it may appear that the results of the 
clections were mainly negative, because of the defeat of the 
major labor or progressive candidates. 

But the significance of both campaigns lies in the fact that 
‘here was crystallized for the first time a strong bloc of unions 
‘hat carried en a fight fer independent political action through 
the launching of labor tickets backed by the central labor bodics. 

This bloe in both Oakland and Los Angeles represents as yet 
minority of the trade unions, but it is representative of a grow- 
ng progressive trond in tne labor movement of California, which 
n the past did not participate at all in independent political 
activity. 

The pregressive unions were not yet able to overcome the op- 
cesition and sabetage of the reactionary officialdom of the Central 
Labor Councils, alihough the fight for a labor ticket was defeated 
only by a narrew margin which required the utmost mobilization 
tnd pressure of the bureaucracy. 

SHAMEFUL TREACHERY 

It was this shameful treachery on the part of the burcaueracy 

het divided the laber and progressive forces, and made possible 
he victory of the reactionary Republican Kelley machine in Oak- 
‘ond, and of th» anti-labor Shaw administration in Los Angeles. 
1 some cases the labor officialdom openly collaborated with the 
itterest enemies of labor, as in Oakland, where some oi them 
selped to defeat the repeal of the anti-picketing ordinance by the 
narrowest of margins. 

These lessons must be brought home to every 
member, in order that such treachery cannot be repeated, and 
that those responsible shall be repudiated and driven out of lead- 
ership in the labor movement. 

in striking contrast, the rcpeal of the 20-year-old anti-picket- 
ing ordinance in the special elections in San Francisco was made 
possible because the. pressure of the rank-and-file of the unions, 
with the active participation of our Party, aroused a large section 
of the labor movement to active participation in the election. 

The progressive forces in the Democratic Party should draw 
come lessons from all this, as well as former Epics and Townsend- 
ites, that an effective struggle on the political field depends first 
and foremost on the active participation of the trade union move- 
ment, in alliance with farmers and other progressive forces. The 
present stage of the fight for independent political action against 
 seaesiek in California, eventually leading to a Farmer-Labor 
| Party, requires the building of a united front of the trade unions, 
| the progressive farm organizations and the genuine progressiv’ 
elements in the Democratic Party and among Epics and Town- 
sendites, together with the Communists and ali sincere Socialists. 
‘The progressive elements in Democratic clubs, in the Democratic 
'County Central Committees, and in the Young Democrats, must 
take steps to form an alliance with the progressive unions and 
farmers’ organizations, with a genuine labor-farmer platform as 
the first step to prepare for a really effective struggle to defeat the 
reactionary Republican state administration in the 1938 elections. 


THE SESSIONS “WRITE-IN”

THE PEOPLE’S LEGISLATIVE CONFERENCE 
A movement of growing importance on the political field is the 
California People’s Legislative Conference, a united frent organi-

a State Convention in Santa Maria on June 20th, to review its leg- 
islative activity and map its future work. 

It has under consideration the launching of a campaign for a 
| unicameral (ene-house) legislature, which would eliminate the 
veactionary-controlled State Senate, which is at present elected 
| undemocratically by districts regardless of population. The fullest 
support to the June 20th convention must be given by all labo: 
and progressive forces, to strengthen its trade union base and 
make a serious effort to draw in progressive farmers’ organizations, 

The activities of the Legislative Conference have helped to 
crystallize a small progressive bloc in the State Assembly that 
carried on a militant fight against odds for labor legislation and to 
defeat pro-fascist bills. This bloc faced a solid wall of opposition 
from the Republican legislaters and a large section of reactionary 
Democratic legislators. It received only indifferent support from 
leaders of the State Federation of Labor, who contented them- 
selves with the old lobbying. methods, without arousing a cam- 
paign of mass pressure in the labor movement, 

The result is that the State Legislature is going into its final 
weeks without a single major piece of labor legislation adopted, 
and ali that can be said is that a number of anti-labor bills have 
thus far been blecked, although there is still a danger that some 
of them will be rushed through in the closing hours, if labor is not 
vigilant.

‘men working under them, not 


‘their antagonism. 


There will be no more “jump- 
the line’? (doing two men’s 
work, first on one side of the 
car, then jumping the line and 
doing the same operation on the 
other side). 

In the past, a great number 
of men were compelled tg put 
in up to a half-hour of their own 
time before the regular time to 
go to work, part of their lunch 
period, and some of their time 
before the quitting bell rang, 
carrying stock and material, and 
catching up on their work. There 
is to be no more of that. The 
men are not to go to work until 
the bell rings, and they are to 
quit when the bell rings. 

Will Speed National Organizing 

The news of the successful sit- 
down at Richmond will without 
a doubt speed up organization 
in the other Ford plants, and 
especially in the big, main River 
Rouge Plant in Dearborn, Mich. 

Therefore, this strike is a big 


step toward getting a_ signed 
agreement between all Ford 
plants and the U.A.W. 

In four months’ time, nine- 
tenths of the Richmond plant 


workers have been organized by 
the CIO, and the union activity 


among his workers is going to 
force Henry Ford to grant his 


employees a substantial raise in 
pay in the very near future. 

Workers Show Leadership 

The union men gained a great 
deal of experience in this short 
strike, and those men who had 
initiative and leadership had 
great use for it during the sit- 
down. The workers, the bosses, 
the management, and ‘the fam- 
ous Ford factory service” ac- 
cepted the sitdown leadership 
without question, and the union 
men in the plant conducted the 
strike in an orderly, efficient 
manner. 


RUSS ROBERTS 
SHOWS SELF 
AS INFORMER 


MARTINEZ—Russ Roberts, of 
the Contra Costa County Build- 
ing Trades Council, likes to brag 
how reactionary he is, and re- 
cently he probably went farther 
than he intended in his brag- 
ging, for he let slip in talking 
to a worker that he had acted 
as a stoolpigeon for the Crockett 
Sugar Refinery. 

“Here’s. what I do for. the 
Communists,” said Roberts, pro- 
ducing a letter from the refinery 
telling how it had fired “two 
Communists” as pointed out to it 
by Roberts.
